The chief source from Whence Maine de- 


fives Us wealth is its rivers. Preeminent 
among these is the Penotecot. Ko part of its 
basin extends beyond tlia boundaries of the 
State. It risfSs in. the extreme nothera por- 
tion of Maine, and is ied ' by innumerable 
lakes and ponds. The main river has two 
branches called' the "west'7,and "east" branch. 
There are six r.vers-wh.ch are tlie principal 
tributaries o^ tlie Fenobseot. From the right 
batik, the Kendoskeag, Pushaw and Piscata-' 
quis join at Ban gor, OMtown apd Howland 
respectively, while on! the left the Passed urn- 
keag,:Mattawamkeag;and Mattagamon enter 
at Passadutnkekg, Mattawamkeag an^ Kica- 
tou, iii th^ order given. The Fenobscq't, from 
tlie confluence of the Mattawamkeag to the 
open sea, is about 120 miles long; from the 
junction of the Mattagamon to the sea. about 
132 miles; from its extreme headwaters1 ibout 
260 miles, or including its local windings, 300 
miles in lengtli^'-Tne number of lakes and 
ponds in the basin of the Penobscot repre- 
sented on the State map is 407. 


The most pleasant time to visit ,the Penob- 


scot is in the summer, yet winter | has its at- 
tractions too. Bangor is thejcentral point 
from --wuicli tourists usually embark on. their 
voyage of observation. You can, however, if 
you desira;so to da, leave-Boston in the Ban- 
gor steamer, and. have ah opportunity of, ex- 
amining the pants of Interest lying between 
the mouth of the river and the city of Ban- 
gor. In making this trip there are two ob- 
jects that present themselves—the scenery 
and the lumber! operations. Those who have 
made the scenery of the Fenobseot a atudy 
pronounce in fa'vpr of the "east brancji." As 
rapids, falls and dams present a formidable 
barrier to direct and easy navigation—either 
one of the twoiailroafls lines which diverge 
from Bangor wUl assist one in- making the 
journey. Leaving Bangor by the European 
arid North American Railroad at 7.50A.M., 
we arrive a't Mattawamkeag at 10.40 A. M,, 
sixty miles from * our starting point; or we 
can leave the El & M".
